Supplies. ing goods, guns, fishing tackle, harness, 


saddlery, furnace and stove supplies, and, in many 
cases, a full line of sheet metal products, has opened 
new and profitable fields. Very little has been elim- 
inated from the old-time hardware stock, but much 
has been added. Now the suggestion is being made 
on all sides that hardware dealers add automobile sup- 
plies to their stock and compete with garages and so- 
called automobile supply stores. 

There are arguments both for and against this. 

The two lines—hardware and automobile parts— 
are really very consistent, but it should not be forgot- 
ten in the first enthusiastic plans that unless the dealer 
expects to carry a rather complete stock of automobile 
accessories, it is almost useless for him to carry any. 
There are so many automobile owners at the present 
time that such an addition to his wares would undoubt- 
edly bring in a nice increase in his income—but noth- 
ing should be left to chance. The dealer should first 
ascertain exactly the number of automobile owners 
in his immediate vicinity, and then see that this num- 
ber warrants making an addition to his equipment. 

Furthermore it must be pointed out that he will re- 
(uire a great deal of extra room to take care of all 
the automobile parts, and a considerable investment. 
'( is stated, however, on good authority that many 
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dealers are now getting rid of certain unprofitable lines 
with which they have long been loaded up, and are 
substituting a full line of automobile accessories. The 
dealer who is alive to his opportunity in this respect— 
who studies his neighborhood and becomes familiar 
with various automobile parts—should have a great 
deal of success in the undertaking. 








ALTHOUGH the discussion of workmen’s compensa- 
tion is waxing strong, there seems to be as yet very 
The Status little data upon which to base arguments. 
of The various laws which have been passed 
Workmen’s by several states have not as yet had 
Compensation <ufficient time to demonstrate their suc- 
cess or failure to cope with certain situations. Every- 
one realizes that what is needed in the majority of in- 
stances is not compensation but protection. The great- 
est result that any workmen’s compensation law can 
effect is to cause employers to safeguard the lives of 
their men by adequate preventive methods. 

On the other hand, the employes should not be held 
wholly responsible. In cases where the reckless work- 
man is the cause of disaster to himself and others, it 
would certainly be very unreasonable to have to pay 
out money for employe’s folly and stupidity, for it 
could be classed as a piece of contributory negligence. 
Common sense, which ought to be the solution of such 
problems, should be a feature of all legislation on the 
subject, so framed as to make a clear distinction. 

In a recent interview, Thomas J. Curtis, Chairman 
of the Joint Compensation Board of New York and 
President of the Tunnel Workers’ Union, admitted that 
a very large ratio of deadly accidents was the result 
of the stupid carelessness of workmen, largely of the 
more ignorant class of course, in the handling of dyna- 
mite. Many of them handle it as carelessly as they 
would sand or concrete. “There’s hardly a day among 
my people,” he said, “when there is not an accident or 
death. The biggest piece of a man that is left some- 
times is about six inches, and it’s protection we want.” 

Protection is being installed in many plants, factories 
and industrial establishments, and statistics show that 
the total number of accidents is greatly decreasing. 
Compensation for accidents though to give thorough 
satisfaction to both sides—employer and employe— 
must involve some reciprocal arrangement. In ninety 
per cent of the trades and in the majority of accidents 
in these trades, it should be easy enough to make such 
discrimination workable, just as it is in the case of 
railroad accidents. It is also suggested that the work- 
man in part insure himself as is the case in the German 
system for the most part prevalent in that country. 

The foundation of that plan which appears to work 
admirably is that of a system of pension and compensa- 
tion, based on an accumulating fund. One-third of this 
is paid by the state, one-third by the em- 
ployer, and one-third by the workman in the 
shape of a tax on his wages. The laboring man thus 
puts money in the savings fund with which he is 
credited, with interest added, and insures himself 
against accident and death. This is in the highest de- 
gree consistent with the self respect and dignity of 
labor. A most valuable feature of its effect psycho- 
logically is that it teaches the workman to be careful 
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and thrifty, and industry is a direct result of these 
attributes. 








Phenomenal success has attended the countrywide 
application of state and municipal hygiene. As a na- 
tion we are only just beginning to re- 
State and ajize the necessity for more closely 
Pesca og guarding against disease by preventing 
its entrance. The acquisition of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines probably first called to the 
attention of American citizens the need for sanitary 
regulation. Since the Spanish war there has been 
some effective study of bubonic plague, cholera and 
beri-beri, their ways of infection, their cure, and how 
they could be prevented. 


The causes of yellow fever and black malaria have . 


been traced infallibly, and the sanitation by which 
these tropical pests could be eliminated has been thor- 
oughly investigated. These and other tropical dis- 
eases, which have made regions so fatal a drawback to 
the human development, have become practically neg- 
ligible, after countless ages of the ravages against 
which science has hitherto struggled in vain. 

The elimination of these virulent diseases, however, 
is not all that must be accomplished and the applica- 
tion of the principles of hygiene to every state and 
city is absolutely necessary and essential. The most 
important consideration is the pure water supply. 
[urope leads in the matter of pure water for cities, 
and although some of America’s most progressive 
cities have come to approximate the highest European 
standards in that direction, a large majority of them 
have some distance yet to go before being ready to 
challenge comparison. The sanitary control of water- 
sheds is one of the favorite American methods of pro- 
tecting city water supplies. Some cities buy large 
areas of land, where it can be bought at reasonable 
figures, while others acquire certain rights which per- 
mit the protection of the supply from the invasion ot 
dangerous germs. Other cities purify their water 
by storage and filtration. Washington has one of the 
finest storage and filtration plants in the western hemi- 
sphere. Philadelphia also has a big and efficient fil- 
tration plant. 

In some European cities the problem is attacked by 
sterilizing the water with ozone. Sterilization by the 
application of the invisible ultra-violet rays of light 
is another method resorted to, and it is shown that 
disease germs coming in contact with these rays of 
light, which the eye cannot see and which possess no 
visible attributes, are instantly filled. It is these rays 
in the sunlight which are said to be so fatal to tuber- 
culosis germs and their kindred, and explains why 
sunlight puts an end to them. Chlorine compounds 
also are used in some quarters with success. 

These matters, and the evils of the smoke nuisance 
and methods of overcoming it, have had their share 
of attention at the recent International Congress of 
Hygiene and Demography at Washington. This body 
reviewed everything in a large city looking to the pro- 
motion of public health, including the tenement house 
problem as related to tuberculosis, and the question 
of assisting rural communities in the betterment of 
their sanitary and hygienic conditions took up much 


time. This gathering in itself, regardless of wh, 
tangible results it may have accomplished, is a pep. 
did example of the progress which the im) +tap 
question of sanitation is making, and actual © con. 
plishments may be expected later. 








SoME interesting statistics relative to the in. rease 
and development of the industries of the countr) haye 
Expansion been given by the Interstate Com nerce 
of Commission. There are some surprises 
Industrial jin the figures. Not the least of these js 
Facilities. the comparatively slow rate at which our 
railroad system and facilities have been expanded a; 
measured by the ratio of development in manufactur- 
ing, agriculture, and commerce. Agriculture increased 
in capital value $20,439,901,164 to $40,991,449,000, the 
capitalized value of manufactures from $8,975,256,000 
to $18,438,270,000. The roads and equipment of our 
common carriers increased in the same decade only 
from $10,263,313,400 to $14,387,816,099. In the one 
case the increase was about double, and in the other 
case the increase was about 4o per cent. 
Undoubtedly, investments in agriculture and manu- 
facturing have increased much faster than those in rail- 
roading operations. In other words the general busi- 
ness of the country has expanded much faster than its 
transportation facilities. In farming operations of 
course the innumerable enterprise which enters into it 
is that of individuals mainly and in vastly varying sums 
from $500 to $50,000 and upward, each man being his 
own manager. But in manufacturing the conditions 
are much more parallel with railroad ownership and 
operation. It is realized, however, that the country 
needs more railroads and more perfect equipment of 
the lines now existing, which would thus do increased 
work and allow other lines of business to expand.

A. H. Dillon of the Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
Company, Youngstown, Ohio, was surrounded by a 
bunch of good fellows recently, who were talking fi- 
nance and banking. He became involved in the dis-

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The Ohio State Stove Co. of Columbus, Ohio, has 
under construction a two-story brick addition to their 
factory and also a frame addition to the offices.

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A NEW STOVE OF DIFFERENT DESIGN 
INVENTED. 








James H. Witt of Merna, Nebraska, has been grant- 
ed United States Patent No. 1,045,348 for an invention 
filed at Washington in 1910. The stove illustrated be- 
low comprises front and rear vertical walls having 
rounded upper edges. The side walls are formed to 
correspond with the contour of the front and. rear 
walls to form an archshaped dome. The dome has an 
opening formed therein, outwardly extending shelves 


formed in the side walls and adapted to be heated from 
within. 

There is an oven arranged within the arch-shaped 
dome of the stove. The oven extends from the fron; 
to the rear walls, and has its side walls remote from

the side wails of the stove to form draft ways. There 
are flanges arranged upon the top of the oven close to 
the ends, and dampers arranged in the flanges for 
controlling the draft ways. The flanges are positioned 
for permitting the products of combustion to pass 
thereover when the dampers are closed.

On Tuesday, November 27th, committees repre- 
senting the National Retail Hardware Association and 
the Central Association of Stove Manufacturers met 
for a conference at Indianapolis, Indiana. The Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Association was represented 
by Geo. M. Gray, Coshocton, Ohio, C. T. Woodward, 
Carlinville, Illinois, M. L. Corey, Argos, Indiana, 
Secy. National Retail: Hardware Association, and H. 
L. McNamara, Janesville, Wisconsin, Chairman, and 
the Central Association of Stove Manufacturers sent 
a committee composed of Harry Baldwin, Pittsburg 
Stove & Range Company, Frank V. Knauss, Ports- 
mouth Stove and Range Company, A. W. Williams, 
Columbus, Ohio, Secy. Central Association Stove 
Manufacturers, and Jas. C. Patten, The Glove Stove 
& Range Company, Chairman. 

Besides these two committees, however, there were 
present, by invitation, the Executive Committee of the 
Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, con- 
sisting of N, J. Von Behren, Bloomington, Indiana, 
Milo J. Thomas, Corruna, Indiana, W. F. Hubbard, 
Scottsburg, Indiana, Chas. E. Hall, Indianapolis, In- 
diana, O. S. Torbet, Columbia City, Indiana, and in 
addition, J. B. Carson, Secy. of the Ohio Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, Dayton, Ohio, Geo. Alig, Jr., of 
the Home Stove Company, Indianapolis, Indiana, and 
Albert De Prez of Shelbyville, Indiana, ex-president 
of the Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association. 


There were eight different topics discussed by the 
conference, these topics being as follows: 


I. HOW MANY LINES OF STOVES CAN A DEALER HANDLE 
ADVANTAGEOUSLY ? 

It was unanimously agreed that one line is sufficient 
for all purposes and that much better results can be 
obtained, than with two or more lines. 

2. HOW CAN MANUFACTURERS ASSIST RETAILERS IN 
MEETING CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION ? 


Recommendations, First, that the dealer get in closer 
touch with the consumers in his vicinity through per- 
sonal visits and personal letters. Second, that stoves 
be sold on time payments.’ Third, that Stove Manu- 
facturer advertise in farm journals, and in these ad- 
vertisements, make a special appeal not to buy goods 
sight unseen, and to emphasize the difference between 
Catalogue House stoves and those of standard makes. 
3. PRICES: 

It was pointed out that stoves being the most im- 
portant commodity the retailer purchases direct from 
the manufacturer; that the dealer knows but little 
about the conditions under which stoves are made 
and sold; that the dealer has difficulty in securing ad- 
vanced prices from their customers when manufac- 
turers advanced their prices; therefore, it was the 
sentiment of the meeting that the manufacturers 
should make full explanation whenever they raised 
their prices, to the dealers individually, to their or- 
ganizations and through the various mediums of pub- 
licity, 
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CONFERENCE OF STOVE MANUFACTURERS 4. pReMIUMs: 


A resolution was adopted, suggesting that stove 


manufacturers reduce their distributing expenses by 
eliminating advertising allowances, souvenirs, pre- 
miums, etc., and that an effort be made to discourage 
cooking exhibits of more than one day’s duration. 
5. CO-OPERATION : 

A resolution was unanimously passed by the re- 
tailers, in which their Executive Board was requested 
to suggest to the various State Associations, that each 
of their meetings be addressed by a stove manufac- 
turer, on subjects of mutual interests. It was thought 
that such addresses would be the means of bringing 
about a better understanding and more harmonious 
conditions. 

6. STOVE REPAIRS: 

There was considerable discussion as to how stove 
repair Service could be bettered, both for the manu- 
facturer and for the retailer. No definite action was 
taken, and the question was referred to Mr. M. L. 
Corey, with the request that he make a complete in- 
vestigation of the subject and report at the next meet- 
ing. 

7. SETTING UP AND OPERATING STOVES: 

The rules for setting up and operating stoves as is- 
sued by the National Association of Stove Manufac- 
turers was approved, and Secretary of the National 
Retail Hardware Association was asked to print these 
rules in the Bulletin and to endeavor to secure their 
adoption by the various State Associations. 


8. CATALOGUES: 


A resolution was adopted, suggesting that all cata- 
logues should be uniform in size, namely, 81%4"x11”, 
or 51%4”"x84”. 

All others present expressed themselves as being 
greatly pleased with the result of the conference and 
believe that it will lead to much better understanding. 
Undoubtedly, such conferences are a big help to the 
trade. The value of co-operation, both to the manu- 
facturer and retailer, cannot be overestimated and it 
is highly important that the Stove Manufacturers un- 
derstand the necessity of being fully represented in 
these meetings. From the nature of the discussions 
which took place, everyone can form an idea of the 
possible good which can be accomplished.

A DEVICE INVENTED FOR IMPROVING 
DRAFT IN. STOVES. 





To John P. Haller of New Orleans, Louisiana, and 
assignor to the National Enameling & Stamping Com- 
pany at Baltimore, Maryland, has 
been granted United States Patent 
No. 1,045,786 for a stove draft device. 
It consists of a door-frame and air- 
draft device for wood-burning stoves, 
with a sheet-metal frame having a 
door-opening whose edge is bent back 

View of Stove into said opening and forms around 

Draft Device. the opening an elastic packing U- 
shaped. A sheet metal door, N, is provided, hinged 
at its bottom to the lower part of the frame and hav- 
ing a border edge rim, a panel whose outer surface is 
depressed within the border edge and forms a con- 
tinuous surrounding wall at a right-angle to the sur- 
face of the panel, which wall fits into the elastic pack- 
ing when the door is closed and produces an air-tight 
joint. A draft-air inlet regulator is mounted on the 
door-panel, whereby access may be had into the stove 
when the door is open, and the draft-air that may 
enter the stove when the door is closed will be re- 
stricted to such volume as the regulator may be ad- 
justed to admit. 


A STOVE GRATE PATENTED. 











United States Patent No. 1,045,276 has been grant- 
ed Frank Germon of Edwards, Colorado, for a grate. 
It consists of superposed members, the upper member 
capable of being slided on the lower member, which i:

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AUSTRALIANS PAID WHEN INJURED. AT 
WORK. ~*

\ccording to Mr. Holman, attorney general for New 
South Wales, existing legislation covering employers’ liability, 
workmen‘s compensation and miners’ accident relief is fairly 
catistactory. The main provisions of these aets have been 
in force for several years, and hence have been subjected 
to the test of time. ‘ Sei. 

The principal provisions of the employers’ liability act 
are as follows: “Employer” includes a body of persons 
whether corporate or incorporate, and a corporation sole. 
“Seaman” means any person employed upon a ship owned in 
New South Wales or who has signed articles of agreement 
in this state. “Workman” means a seaman, railway servant 
or any person, who, being a laborer, servant in husbandry, 
journeyman, artificer, handicraftsman, miner or otherwise 
engaged in manual labor, has entered into or works under 
a contract with an employer, whether it be a contract of 
service Of a contract personally to execute any work or 
labor. 

PERSONAL INJURY CLAIMS. 

Where a personal injury is caused to a workman other 
than a seaman, by reason of any defect in the state or con- 
dition of the ways, works, machinery or plant connected 
with or used in the business of the employer, or by reason 
of the negligence of any person in the service of the em- 
ployer who has any superintendence intrusted to him whilst 
in the exercise of such superintendence, or by reason of the 
negligence of any person in the service of the employer to 
whose orders or directions the workman at the time of the 
injury. was bound to conform:and did conform, whether such 
injury resulted from his having so conformed or by reason 
of the act or ommission of any person in the service of the 
employer done or made in obedience to the rules or bylaws 
of the employer or in obedience to particular instructions 
given by any person delegated with the authority of the 
employer in that behalf, or by reason of the negligence of 
any person in the service of the employer who has charge 
or control of any signal, points, engine or train upon a rail 
or tramway, the workman, or in case the injury results in 
death the legal personal representatives of the workman and 
any persons entitled in case of death, shall have the same 
right of compensation and remedies against the employer as 
if the workman had not been a workman of nor in the 
service of the employer nor engaged in his work. 

The right of compensation for personal injury is the 
same for seamen when the ship is within the jurisdiction of 
New South Wales; that is, when moored or at anchor 
receiving or discharging cargo, coals, ballast or dunnage. 


WORKMAN’S RIGHT LIMITED. 


The right of workmen to compensation for personal 
injury, or remedy against the employer, is limited in certain 
cases. For instance, if the defect in the works, machinery, 
etc., arose from or had not been discovered or remedied 
owing to the negligence of the employer or of some person 
intrusted by him and being in his service with the duty of 
seeing that the ways, works, machinery or plant were in 
proper condition; or when, in case of any act or omission, 
etc, the injury resulted from some impropriety or defect 
in the rules, bylaws or regulations; or in the case of seaman, 
unless the defect arose or had not been discovered or rem- 
edied owing to the negligence of the.employer, or unless the 
absence of necessary spars, tackle, machinery, etc., was due 
to the negligence of the employer or of some one intrusted 
by him with the duty of seeing that the same were duly 
provided; or in any case where the workman knew of the 
defect or negligence which caused his injury and failed, 
within a reasonable time, to give information thereof to the 
employer or one in charge of the department in which the 
defect existed. 

_Action to recover under the employers’ liability act is not 
maintainable unless notice that injury has been sustained 
IS given within six weeks and the action has been com- 
menced within six months of the accident, or, in case of 
death, within twelve months of the time of death. The 
judge, however, if of the opinion that there was reasonable 
excuse for such want of notice, may allow the maintenance 
of the action. 

_ Notice of intention to begin action to recover under 
this act of compensation must be-served on the employer, or, 
if more than one, upon one employer. Notice may be served 
by delivery at the place of residence or business of the person 
on whom it is to be served or it may be served by post or 
registered letter. : 


THREE YEARS’ WAGES RECOVERABLE. 
.. ,The amount recoverable as compensation for injury is 
umited. It may not exceed such sum as may be found to be 
equivalent to the estimated earnings during the three years 
Preceding the injury of any person in the same grade em- 
ployed during these years in like employment and in the 
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district or part in which the workman was employed at the 
time of injury. 

Any compensation awarded the workman or any penalty 
or part penalty which has been paid in pursuance of any 
other act of parliament to such workman shall be deducted, 
nor shall any workman be entitled to any penalty under any 
other act after action has been begun under this act. The 
employer is entitled to credit for any insurance effected by 
him. In determining the amount of compensation the court 
takes into consideration the value of any payment or con- 
tribution made by the employer to the injured person in 
respect of his injury, and also the value of any insurance or 
compensation to which such person may have become en- 
titled by virtue of any payment or arrangement made by 
such employer. 

The New South Wales workmen’s compensation act 
applies to employment in or about any railway, tramway, 
factory, workshop, mine, quarry, wharf, vessel, engineering 
or building work, any building used for dumping or storing 
wool, or any other employment carried on by or on behalf 
of an employer as part of his trade or business which is 
declared by proclamation to be dangerous. “Workmen” 
does not include persons whose employment is casual and 
who are employed otherwise than for the purpose of the 
employer’s trade or business. “Employer” means a person 
who habitually employs at least four persons in his trade or 
business. 

WHEN EMPLOYER IS NOT LIABLE. 

The employer is not liable under the workmen’s com- 
pensation act in respect of any injury which does not dis- 
able the workman for a period of at least two weeks from 
earning wages at the work at which he was employed or in 
respect of an injury which is directly attributable to the 
serious or willful misconduct of the workman. 

Proceedings for claims for more than $150 are taken to 
the district court of the district in which the injury oc- 
curred; where the claim is for less than $150, proceedings 
may be taken before a police magistrate under the small 
debts recovery act. 

The rights of workmen are covered by the following: 
“Nothing in this act shall affect any civil liability of the 
employer independent of this act; the workman may choose 
to either claim compensation under this act or take such 
proceedings as are open to him independently of this act, 
provided that the employer shall not be liable to pay dam- 
ages in both cases and shall not be liable to pay damages 
independently of this act, except in cases of personal neg- 
ligence or willful act.” : 

Notice of accident and intent to proceed should be given 
as soon as practicable after the accident and before the 
workman has voluntarily left the employment in which he 
was injured. Proceedings must commence within six months 
of the accident, or, in case of death, within six months of 
the time of death. 

Defect or inaccuracy in the proceedings in any notice of 
accident is no bar to the maintenance of such proceedings if 
it is found that the employer is not prejudiced in his defense 
by the defect or inaccuracy, nor is the failure to commence 
proceedings within the specified period a.bat to the main- 
tenance of stich proceedings if it be found that the failure 
was caused by a mistake, by absence from New South Wales, 
or other reasonable cause. 


AMOUNTS OF COMPENSATION. 


The amounts of compensation under the workmen’s com- 
pensation acts are as follows: (1) In case of death from 
injury, not to exceed $2,000 if the workman leaves any de- 
pendents wholly dependent upon his earnings at the time 
of his death; the exact sum is to be equal to his earnings 
in the employment of the employer during the three years 
next preceding the injury, or the sum of $1,000, whichever 
of these sums is the larger; if the workman leaves no de- 
pendents, the amount of compensation must be equal to the 
reasonable expenses of his medical attendance and burial, 
not exceeding $60. (2) Where total or partial incapacity 
results from injury, the compensation is a weekly payment 
during the incapacity after the second week, not exceeding 
half his average weekly earnings during the previous 
twelve months, provided that such weekly payment shall not 
exceed $5 and the total liability shall not exceed $1,000. 


The principal and most interesting feature of the miners’ 
relief act is the existence of committees. For each mine there 
is a committee consisting of the inspector of mines for the 
district in which the mine is situated and three persons em- 
ployed in or about the mine and.appointed by the persons 
so employed, and two persons appointed by the mine owner 
or his representative. This committee has prescribed powers 
and duties. There is in addition the New South Wales 
miners’ relief board. This is a perpetual body corporate 
consisting of six members appointed by the governor, one 
being chairman and the other five representatives of the 
owners of coal and shale mines, the owners of other mines, 
the persons employed in or about the coal or shale mines, 
the persons employed in or about other mines, and the de- 
partment of mines.

PATENT INFRINGEMENT SUIT WON BY THE 
EAGLE WOODENWARE MANUFACTUR- 

ING COMPANY. 





A short time ago it was decided by the United 
States District Court that the Theodore J. Ely Manu- 
facturing Company of Erie, Pennsylvania, had in- 
fringed the patent of the Eagle Mop Wringer and 
Bucket combined, manufactured by the Eagle Wood- 
enware Manufacturing Company of Hamilton, Ohio. 
The Theodore J. Ely Manufacturing Company were 
not pleased with the decision, however, and carried 
the case to the United States Circuit Court of Appeal, 
where again the decision was unfavorable to them. 
Since the general hardware trade has, more or less, 
been held in suspense pending the final hearing of the 
case, the Eagle Woodenware Manufacturing Com- 
pany have sent out the following letter, notifying them 
of the decision: 

Gentlemen : 

You have been apprised of the fact, that we recently 
brought suit for infringement in the U. S. Court 
against The Theo. J. Ely Mfg. Company, now of 
Erie, Pennsylvania, this suit being based on our patent 
for the “Eagle Mop Wringer and Bucket Combined.” 
You have also been apprised of the fact that in this 
suit Judge Orr held that the Ely Company were in- 
fringers and sustained our patent. 

The defendants not being satisfied with the decision, 
appealed to the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals—Judge Gray, Judge Buffington and Judge Mc- 
Phersen, sitting. 

It is with no small degree of satisfaction that we 
are able to say that the three judges, comprising the 
highest court, have just heard this appeal case, and 
affirmed the lower court’s decision. This means that 
our patent has been upheld by the U. S. District Court, 
and the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, which is prac- 
tically the last court into which a patent case can go. 

We have patiently awaited the outcome of this liti- 
gation, and now that our patent has been adjudicated, 
we cannot longer tolerate unlicensed sale, use or man- 
ufacture of a Mop Wringer embodying our patented 
features, and we expect our rights under this patent to 
be fully respected by the Trade.

COURT DECISION MAKES PAINT A LEGITI- 
MATE PART OF HARDWARE STOCK. 





About two years ago an interesting fight was out- 
lined in the pages of AMERICAN ARTISAN between L. 
A. Paddock, manager of the Hardware & Supply Com- 
pany, Chicago, and the landlord of that concern. The 
question involved was whether paint is a legitimate 
part of the hardware stock. 

At the beginning of the controversy, Mr. Paddock 
was served with a notice from the attorney of the 
landlord, stating that, as the terms of the lease of the 
building occupied by the Hardware & Supply Com- 
pany specified merely the conducting of a hardware 
business the landlord would not sanction the selling of 
paints and oils on the premises. 

This, of course, raised a great commotion among 
hardware dealers allover the country, and in an attempt 
to compel his tenants to discontinue the sale of paints 
and oils, the landlord closed the rear entrance of the 
store, shutting off the loading and unloading of goods 
from the alley, which was the only place available for 
this purpose at that time, since the street on which 
the hardware store fronted was then closed to the 
public. 

The landlord continued a system of petty annoy- 
ances for nearly two years, until the tenant finally 
vacated. In the meantime, the Hardware & Supply 
Company had brought suit for damages for the an- 
noyances which he caused the hardware man to under- 
go in order to have him remove from the premises. 
One of the annoyances cited by Mr. Paddock was the 
removal of the adjective “pure” from a sign reading, 
“Pure paints and oils,” in the window. 

Hardware dealers all over the country have been 
interested in the outcome of the suit, since, of course. 
it would naturally create a precedent for other land- 
lords, and, in some cases, make them liable to law 
suits, based on the assumption that paints and oils 
are not hardware. 

Mr. Paddock has all along contended, in common 
with all hardware dealers, that paints and oils are 
hardware, and he has been justified by a decision just 
rendered before a jury in the court presided over by 
Judge Sabath of Chicago. The case was decided 
against the landlord and a motion for a new trial was 
overruled. 

This virtually amounts to a decision by both judge 
and jury that paint is actually a part of a hardware 
stock and that rented premises cannot be changed to 
the detriment of a tenant during the life of a lease. 
Since the awarding of the verdict, Mr. Paddock has 
been the recipient of innumerable letters of congratu- 
lation from all over the country, upon winning out in 
the great contest. 

In a letter to AMERICAN ARTISAN, following the de- 
cision, Mr. Paddock says: 

“My work has been on the defense from first to 
last. I have simply defended our company against 
the oppressions of an uninformed landlord, locally and

BIRTHDAY GREETINGS 
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S. ST. JOHN ESHLEMAN. 





Birth day December 6th. 


All the flags were at full mast in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, yesterday, December 6, 1912, when one of 
the most distinguished of the younger inhabitants of 
that city, Sidney St. John Eshleman, celebrated his 
thirty-fifth birthday. In common with a countless 
number of other friends, AMERICAN ARTISAN extends 
to him heartiest congratulations and best wishes for 
many recurrences of the happy day. 

He is a New Orleans product and is as proud of the 
old city as it is of him. Born on December 6, 1877, 
he has made his home there 
ever since. Early in life he 
became the envy of his 
associates by reason 
of his name—Sid- 


ney St. John Eshle- 
man. This high- 
sounding name would 

have given him a good start 

in life if he had chosen to 
avail himself of it, but, anxious to stand on his own 
merits, he got rid of it, or, rather, lopped it off. It 
seems a pity that he has done this, for there are so 
many who would appreciate such a pleasant sounding 
combination. 

Why, only last May, at the convention of the South- 
ern Hardware Jobbers’ Association in Nashville, a 
well-known man in the hardware trade said, “Give me 
a name like Sidney St. John Eshleman, and I will con- 
quer the. world.”” However, all arguments which well- 
meaning friends can muster up to present to him are 
bent and battered on the impenetrable shield of his 













resolve, and his signature goes out to all sections of 
the country as merely S. St. J. Eshleman. It is even 
rumored that he tried to shorten the last name as well, 
but family influence prevented. 

All of which goes to illustrate his modesty and self- 
reliance, which are all the more wonderful when it is 
considered that, figuratively speaking, he was born 
with a golden spoon in his mouth.

A PORTABLE WATER HEATER FOR BATH 
TUBS. 








United States Patent No. 1,045,416 has been grant- 
ed to John Levy of Providence, Rhode Island, who is 
assignor of one-half interest to Samuel G. Movsovitz 
of the same place. The patent covers a portable water- 
heating device for bathtubs, consisting of a horizontal

cylinder having one end closed and its opposite end 
screw-threaded. 

rhe cylinder has a hot-air vent-pipe to project above 
the water contents of the tub, and a burner in the form 
of an oblong tubular pipe provided with gas-jets. The 
pipe communicates at one end with a projecting por- 
tion to form a gas inlet. . There is a flexible tube con- 
nection from the inlet to a point of gas supply, and a 
cover centrally secured upon the inlet part of the 
burner and having an annular screw-threaded flange 
to engage the threaded part of the cylinder. Spider- 
supports are secured to the burner to hold the latter 
in position within the cylinder, and a ball is attached 
to the vent-pipe.

6. Thou shalt not kill thy neighbor’s bodies with 
poisonous air, nor their souls with bad companions. 

7. Thou shalt not let the wicked fly live. 

8. Thou shalt not steal thy children’s right to happi- 
ness from them. 

g.’Thou shalt bear witness against thy neighbor's 
rubbish heap. 

10. Thou shalt covet all the air and sunlight thou 
canst obtain. 

Health Commissioner Young accompanies the ‘“‘com- 
mandments” with warnings against insufficient venti- 
lation. He says: 

“Dirty air kills more people than dirty milk, water 
and food combined.” 

“The best method of ventilation is to open the 
window.” 

“Too much fresh air is just enough.” 

“Good housing promotes’ health, life, morality, suc- 
cess, ambition.” 

“Bad housing promotes failure, stupidity, crime, dis- 
ease, death.” 

The annual board bill for Chicago’s rat population 
exceeds $3,000,000, according to the bulletin, which 
estimates that there are two rats to each human being 
in the United States. Rats cost England and France 
$100,000 a year, while in India there are ten times as 
many rats as human beings. 

Comparison of death rates in the large cities of the 
world show Chicago has the lowest of all, the deaths 
per thousand during the last ten years being only 14.7. 
Philadelphia is sixth and New York is seventh on the 
list. Calcutta has a death rate of 31 per thousand, the 
highest in the list.

ARABIA AND SYRIA. 





The outskirts of Aden, Arabia, consist of a flat. 
level plain, which is said to be the site of a crater of 
an ancient volcano. It is certainly hot enough to re- 
quire very little imagining to believe that the volcano 
is still active and that lava is flowing under feet. 

Walter Voigt was equipped with the light linen suit 
and sun helmet which he wore continually in all trop- 
ical countries, and with this he managed to partially

endure the heat. These suits are very inexpensive and 
the traveler always buys a complete stock of them. 
They also wear surprisingly well. 

The plain upon which the camel shown in the first 
illustration is standing, stretches out for a considerable 
area, and over a large portion is almost as level as a 
billiard table. The camel, of course, here supplants 
the horse, and Walter Voigt is shown perched high 
upon the. back of a typical “ship of the desert.” 
Despite his apparently contented look he is far from 
being happy. As a matter of fact, he never did like 
the society of a “human camel,” and when he encoun- 
tered one of the real species he found it hard to recon- 
cile his ideas. The native holding the camel looks far 
more pleased than the rider. 

Arabia and Syria were two of the most interesting 
countries visited by Walter Voigt on his entire twelve 
months’ tour around the world. The conflict of an- 
cient and modern customs there forms a great study. 
Modern ways and methods are struggling to obtain 
entrance, but there are many obstacles to overcome 
in the way of traditions, old-time customs and race 
prejudice. The natives dress partly in their own and 


partly in European costume, and their business meth- 
ods show the same combinations. 

The most important city in Syria visited by Walter 
Voigt was Beyrout. This is quite a bustling place and 
the Syrians show quite a degree of progress, although 
there is still prevailing the struggle between ancient 
and modern things. The latter is bound to win out 
eventually, but it will probably take some time. 

In the second illustration is shown a tinshop in 
Beyrout. As may be seen, the entire store is installed 
in what is practically an alcove in the wall. Quite a 
display of tin utensils of various kinds are grouped 
about the arch at the entrance, while inside, notwith- 
standing the very limited space, everything is arranged 
in very symmetrical order. 

The dealer has the entire stock at his finger tips 
and knows where to locate any desired article, and 
with true Oriental shrewdness is able to pick out the 
best arguments for disposing of the articles to cus- 
tomers. A trip to this shop, as, indeed, to other shops 
in Beyrout, is highly entertaining. 

The native who is passing by is unfortunately walk- 
ing so rapidly that the camera failed to take him prop- 
erly and he is somewhat blurred in outline, but it will 
be seen that he is dressed half in modern and half in 
old-time costume ; that is, he wears a modern coat and

the fez of the Turk, but a short skirt, like the ancient 
Syrians. 

To the left of the store is the proprietor, who is seen 
glancing around the corner for prospective customers, 
while his assistant sits in the shop proper. As is the 
case with most Oriental countries, the original price 
asked for these articles is not the real one, and the 
dealer is very much disappointed if the customer does 
not bargain for what he buys. If the purchase is even 
the smallest article of tinware, it is sometimes neces- 
sary to haggle quite a space of time before the correct 
price is reached.

PATTERNS FOR A TWO-WAY “‘Y’? BRANCH 





BY 0. W. KOTHE. 

The branch wanted by Filson Bros. of Point Pleas- 
ant, West Virginia, is herewith illustrated in a some- 
what simplified form. First draw the line 2-8” equal 
to the diameter of/a large pipe; then describe the half 
section “A” and divide in any number of equal spaces. 
From the center 8’ draw the center line as 8’-7 accord- 
ing to the angle in which they are to lead ; then describe 
the half section “B” and divide in the same number of 
equal spaces as section “A.” 

From these draw the outlines of the branch and 
produce the section “C” which is looking through the 
vertical miter cut of the branch. With a branch of a 


in section “B,” and by drawing lines to points 2-4-6 
and 8 you have the true lengths to develop the pat- 
tern with. 

For the pattern draw a line equal to 7-8 in diagram 
“A” as shown by 7-8 in pattern. With your compass 
set to one of the spaces in section “B,” and 7 in pattern 
as center strike arcs as at 5 and 9, then pick one of 
the spaces from half section “A,” as 2-4 for instance, 
and using 8 in pattern as center strike arcs as at 6 
and Io. 

Reset the compasses equal to the line 7-6 from dia- 
gram “A” and using point 7 in pattern as center cross 
arcs in point 6; then change to equal the line 6-5 in 
diagram and using point 6 in pattern as center cross 
arcs as in point 5. Pick the line 8”-9 from diagram 
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Patterns for a Two-Way “Y” Branch, 


different angle than this, the section may be of an 
elliptical form and then can be produced with the 
idea that circles of different diameter will make an 
ellipse, 

To obtain the true length of the triangular lines in 
elevation, it is an easy matter to extend the vertical 
line and also the base line as 8’-13 and 8’-2; then with 
your compasses set to points 8’-10’-12’ and 14 and 
using the points 7’-9’-11’ and 13 as radius strike the 
arcs to the center line as shown. From these points 
draw lines at right angles and make them equal in 
length to those lines in section “B”; then by drawing 
lines from these points to the horizontal lines in section 
‘C,” thus giving you the true lengths for the inside 
half of the branch as shown by diagram “B.” 

The diagram “A” is constructed in the same way 
only different centers are used to describe the arcs 
to the horizontal line ; the lines 3-5-7 are equal to those 


“B” and using point 8 in pattern as center cross arcs 
in point 9; then pick the lines 9-10 from diagram “B” 
and using point 9 in pattern as center cross arcs as in 
point 10. 

Describe the arcs 3 and 5 equal to those in section 
“B” and the arcs 4 and 12 equal to those in “A” and 
“C.” Then cross these arcs with lines 5-4 and 4-3 from 
diagram “A,” and 10-11 and 11-12 from diagram “B.” 
Continue in this way until points 1-2 and 13-14 are 
established. Then through all points where arcs cross 
trace your line; allow all edges for seams and the 
half pattern is finished. 

Nore:—It is seldom that branches spread to an 
angle of 45 degrees as in this case or as shown on the 
sketch. But where they are of a greater degree the 
development would materially differ and especially the 
section “C,” while all other points would have to be 
drawn to conform with the elevation. 
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REACHING THE MIDDLEMAN AND SECURING 
HIS CO-OPERATION. 





BY H. F, GORDON. 
(A paper read before the Wheeling Ad Club, Wheeling, 
West Virginia, on November 12, 1912.) 

The subject assigned is very broad, approaching 
in scope more nearly the general term “selling” than 
is at first realized, because of the fact that so large a 
percentage of manufacturing establishments follow 
the “dealer” method of selling that but very few prom- 
inent “factory-to-consumer” concerns are in operation. 
The great range of the subject forces us to deal with 
and speak in generalities rather than details. Under 
the circumstances that condition is unfortunate, as 
each of the many branches into which this one ques- 
tion is divisible would furnish the whole evening’s 
program if handled fully. 

The middlemen are understood to be commission 
merchants, jobbers, wholesalers, retailers, retail mail 
order houses, agents, or whoever or whatever comes, 
for a profit, as a medium of handling “goods, wares 
or merchandise” between the producer and user. 

The manufacturer is the basis of the entire story, 
because he is the producer, or, in other words, the 
one who so changes for a profit the form or finish of 
certain elementary products coming to his hand as to 
make them of greater usefulness or value to the non- 
producer for his use in supporting himself or in add- 
ing to his comfort, happiness and general welfare. 

The consumer is usually the private individual using 
the manufactured products, and as he pays all bills— 
the cost of production, plus the profits of the manu- 
facturer, and of any or all middlemen, plus the trans- 
portation charges along the route—he is the party to 
whom all profit takers must eventually cater. 


HOW TO INTEREST THE MIDDLEMAN. 


Interesting the middleman may be brought about by 
means of salesmen, who tell the story verbally and 
probably show samples to each prospective customer. 
The results of this method are limited to the physical 
ability of the individual salesman and to the number 
of men doing such work. The aggregate number of 
possible calls in a year’s time is comparatively small. 
A few manufacturers still hold to this plan, which, 
without question, is the least complex of all schemes 
and gives a distinct personal touch to every trans- 
action. It is generally concluded, however, that this 
simple plan has not produced the entire results desired 
by modern ambition unless the factory is of limited 
capacity and the owners. do not care to enlarge its 
output or to invest more capital. With such selling 
plan the manufacturer places his faith in the dealers, 
believing that they will sell his goods and order more 
as a matter of course. Only the middlemen hear the 
manufacturer’s arguments of superiority or other ad- 
vantage, unless the dealers should happen to repeat 
same “second hand” to consumer customers. 

An ambitious manufacturer sees an opportunity 
for greater returns upon his investment if by any 
means he can turn out and sell more goods. He may 
follow the method of the manufacturer employing 
salesmen and add to it some plan by which favorable 
attention of the public may be drawn toward his par- 


ticular line. In so drawing, or attempting to (ray * 
such favorable attention, he becomes an “advertiser.” 

Becoming an ‘‘advertiser’’ means an indefinite <.\1¢. 
thing to the public, to some trade journals, to <ome 
miscellaneous publications and even to some agencies, 
but to the manufacturer it means the expenditure oj 
brains, time, money and physical effort. For what 
purpose? That greater profits may result from {|| 
operation of the factory; that the percentage of fixed 
expenses and executive and management costs may 
be lowered in comparison with the output; that the 
demand for the products may be continuous, keeping 
the production up to its highest point all the time: 
that the reputation of the product and of the producer 
may be as a veritable guaranty and that by such pro- 
duction and efficiency prices may be so adjusted as to 
show reasonable profit on the investment (not capi- 
talization) and to command the market on the price 
basis alone, if it should become necessary to do so. 
All this expenditure must show “reasonable returns,” 
which are naturally the total outlay plus a satisfactory 
profit. 

The middleman’s interest is most quickly aroused 
by the “price-delivery-quality” argument rather than 
by the “quality-delivery-price” line. The consumer is 
usually interested in quality, because he has found 
that the best he can afford is the most economical. 
Happy is the manufacturer who can appeal to the con- 
sumer on quality and economy, and at the same time 
to the dealer on price and delivery. 

But forget the ideal and assume that we are dealing 
with an abstract article that we want the consumer 
to try out’ and then continue to use, and which article 
we expect to furnish to the customer via the “dealer 
line” route only. Remember now that we will not 
sell to the consumer because of the antagonism of the 
dealers, who are sure to express unfavorable senti- 
ments that are at the present time and under present 
conditions very much to the manufacturer’s disadvan- 
tage, if once incurred. Be that as it may, the attempt 
to attract favorable attention to the product could be 
termed an advertising campaign in whatever form 
it may be worked out. It might be verbal only; it 
might be printed only; it might be commissions paid, 
or it might be a combination of two or more methods. 

OLD IDEAS PASSING AWAY. 

The ordinary understanding of an advertising cam- 
paign from the viewpoint of the public is the idea that 
the product in question is being “printed about” for a 
price in certain publications, and that catalogues and 
circulars are flooded upon those who inquire for in- 
formation. The old idea that everything that is ad- 
vertised is a fake is passing rapidly away, but the idea 
that only products of real merit can now be success- 
fully advertised has not yet secured the proper hold 
upon the public mind. 

Given the article, the market and the plan, how shall 
we make them produce for all concerned the desired 
satisfaction and profit? The market in the case at 
hand is the middleman, but, as, he depends upon the 
consumer, the idéal plan would be to tell the consumer 
all about the product and tell him to buy from his 
local middleman. This “telling” may be done by

4 may assist, but it is not likely that he will use 
mucl) of his time in what he considers labor for the 
manufacturer, but counter signs, window displays, 
sugeested plans for window trints, suggested special 
sectional or department arrangements, advertising in 


local mediums over the dealer’s name, advertising 
folders for mail and hand distribution, novelties, etc., 
may be furnished for.his use and for the purpose of 
securing and holding his good will. Manufacturers 
want the good will and co-operation of the dealers. 
No one can secure such an asset without cost. In 
most cases the cost is very heavy, but it is usually 
worth the expenditure, if for nothing else than the 
future. The factory must produce for the future 
as well as for today. 

The dealer is benefited by such catalogues and print- 
ed matter as explain clearly and fully everything he 
has occasion to know, convenient order forms, inquiry 
forms and return envelopes. A catalogue should be 
the “unabridged dictionary” of a concern’s products, 
meaning that all necessary information relative to an 
article listed is to be found right there and not on a 
lot of miscellaneous loose folders or letters. A cata- 
logue that does not give full information is soon dis- 
carded for one that does, and some other “fellow’s” 
name is apt to be on the one adopted unless advance 
care is taken to prevent. The catalogue should be of 
convenient size for use and storage, subject, of course, 
to special size for special subjects requiring large il- 
lustrations. It should be well printed and properly 
indexed for eye-ease and quick handling. Catalogue 
interest usually means product interest. A sense of 
guilt when a good catalogue goes in the waste basket 
sometimes produces a favorable memory impression. 

PROPER TREATMENT OF THE DEALER. 

Treat the dealer as a partner rather than a “bait”: 
let him feel that every transaction is for his benefit 
to as great an extent as it is for the manufacturer. 
It is not necessary to leave the impression that the 
sale carries no profit, because the dealer either knows 
better or thinks the salesman a ‘‘dub” and the manu- 
facturer a fool for accepting the business. Co-opera- 
tion of the dealer is best secured by giving him what 
he wants when he wants it, and at a price that is rea- 
sonable to both parties; by showing interest in his 
business to the extent at least of advising him of items 
that come to the manufacturer's attention, especially 
if there be an opportunity for a sale to be made; and 
we will mention one other phase of interest—that of 
“team work” vs. “individual averages” in the manu- 
facturer’s plant and office; each and every department 
should work hand in hand with all other departments : 
every action, sales letter, credit inquiry, collection ef- 
fort, invoice, statement or argument should conform 
to a general prearranged system of action known as 
the “policy of the company”: as above stated, every- 
thing that leaves the plant or office is an advertise- 
ment, good or bad. A bad “policy” will kill the sale 
of good goods. 

Passing the question in a general manner, it might 
be well to state that every letter, invoice, bill, state- 
ment—in fact, every piece of mail of whatever sort 
and from whatever department it may come—is an 
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advertisement ; so is every employee and even the lo- 
cation and appearance of the office and factory and 
the approaches to same. No bargain is a good one 
that does not leave satisfaction on the side of all con- 
cerned. And Ruskin wrote, “A composition for cheap- 
ness and not for excellence of workmanship is the 
most frequent and certain cause of the rapid decay 
and entire destruction of arts and manufacture.” 

Under ordinary conditions the subject, “How can 
the advertising manufacturer help the advertising re- 
tailer?” would be the answer to part of this discussion, 
but from the fact that time has limited us to a mere 
outline of what to do rather than how to do it, a dif- 
ferent phase of the matter may develop. 

Optimism should be the creed of every sincere ad 
man, so will close with Riley: 
“Whatever the weather may be, says he, 
Whatever the weather may be, 

"Tis the song ye sing and the smile ye wear 
That’s makin’ the sun shine everywhere.”

PROPOSED HOUSTON ROOF ORDINANCE 
STILL A SUBJECT FOR DISCUSSION. 





The proposed new roofing ordinance of Houston, 
Texas, was a subject of some warm discussion at a 
conference which was held recently by the lumbermen, 
contractors, carpenters, hardware men, tinners and 
other business men of that city, including representa- 
tives of many insurance companies. The ordinance 
proposed to reduce the area in the city where shingles 
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as a roof covering are now prohibited, and this, it is 
stated, will have a tendency not only to increase the 
fire risk, but also raise the insurance premiums. 

A session of two hours was consumed in the dis- 
cussion of every phase of the matter in the city—the 
shingle phase, in which the insurance question plays 
a prominent part. Persons wanting the present anti- 
shingie ordinance to’ remain, most of them business 
men, were opposed by contractors and builders, includ- 
ing the lumbermen, who are championing the new or- 
dinance which proposes a smaller fire district. 

A. failure to pass the ordinance will, of course, be 
recognized as a victory by tinsmiths and sheet metal 
workers of Houston.

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TRADE REPORT 

















IRON AND STEEL. 

In the iron and steel market, manufacturers report 
an increase in inquiry regarding contracts for finished 
steel products for second half of next year. There 
had been a decrease last week, and this improvement 
apparently indicates that the decrease was partly due 
to the holiday. Deliveries are being sought eagerly 
as ever. 

The steel trade is beginning to show the effect of 
the end of the year, buyers being disposed to placing 
of forward business over into 1913. The rail buying 
has about been finished, and rail mills will enter 1913 
with close to 3,000,000 tons on their books, a new 
record. 

The Harriman lines, it is reported, are preparing to 
place orders for 1913 rails, and steel circles are inter- 
ested in the report that, in all, the system will take 
250,000 tons, a record tonnage for the Harriman lines, 
and approached only by the Pennsylvania’s record or- 
der. The policy of the Harriman system is to put out 
no formal inquiries, but merely to place the business. 

Mills report no decrease in the pressure brought to 
bear by consumers who are anxious for deliveries on 
contracts placed for December and fourth quarter. 
Mills are still behind, and considerable tonnage prom- 
ised for the current month will have to go over. West- 
ern steel producers cannot estimate their unfilled ton- 
nage for first half with sufficient accuracy to venture 
to book second half business. 

In the Chicago market new buying by consumers 
other than the railroads has shown a slowing down in 
the past week. The mills appear to regard this as 
rather a welcome relief, and brought about largely by 
their own efforts to discourage purchases upon con- 
tract, since they are already filled up quite well to the 
middle of next year. Railroad inquiry has continued 
large, though in this direction there has been some 
slowing down, particularly as to track material. The 
railroads have covered quite fully through the first 
quarter on track material, and quite largély through 
the second quarter. 

COPPER. 

Activity in the copper market continues, after a 
rather slow beginning in the early part of the week. 
Foreign buyers were again in evidence, and domestic 
sales have improved. ‘The price at which the leading 
agencies are holding the metal has not changed from 
the 1734-cent level, although there is a small amount 
to be had from second hands at 17% and slightly 
higher. It is expected that foreign demand, especially 
that from Germany, will increase before the end of 
the month, and that domestic consumers will be forced 
to make some provision for their early 1913 require- 
ments before that time. 

The Balkan War has had its effect upon copper as 
well as other metals, and with the promise of peace in 


sight conditions are expected to be much better. 4 
cessation of war is almost certain to be followed py 
active buying on the part of European consumers {or 
forward requirements, and meanwhile the quantity 
taken by American consumers shows the expansion 
that country is capable of. Now that peace seems near, 
the prospects for business look extremely favorable, 
and it is believed a further advance in prices may be 
confidently expected within a very short time. 

Some customers are being restrained from purchas- 
ing by the nearness of the Copper Producers’ report 
for November, as well as recent buying. This report 
will be made public today, December 7, in view of the 
fact that the customary date for its issuance, the &th, 
falls on Sunday. Estimates on this statement indicate 


a heavy falling off in exports, due to the difficulties 
encountered in obtaining freight room, and suggest a 
small increase in surplus stocks, the expected addition 
to the surplus being generally figured at 15,000,000 to 
20,000,000 pounds. 


TIN. 


Considerable strength developed in the tin market 
during the week, due to an increase in the demand 
abroad and the secure feeling among speculators since 
the publication of foreign statistics for November, last 
Monday. In London the closing prices were over £2 
higher than on last Saturday, with the undertone firm 
in all sections. Trading in the domestic markets was 
fair, with consumers taking hold of futures more 
freely. Quotations were from % to % cent per pound 
higher, with very little selling pressure in evidence 
among foreign interests. Spot tin was offered at 50 
cents in some instances, with this figure prevailing 
for December. January forward closed at 497% cents 
in the open market. It is now well known that certain 
powerful interests in the London market; lately, for 
tle first time in months, have been disposed to fight 
any advance. It is reported there is now a short inter- 
est in tin, sales having been made, not because sellers 
do not believe in higher prices in the Spring, but on 
the belief of being able to, sometime between now and 
the new year, cover these shorts at a profit. 


. TIN PLATE, 

Tin plates are moving in normal volume, with both 
store and mill prices firm. Mills are said to be filled 
up for the next six months with orders, and, despite 
the fact that present business is not as large as was 
the case three months ago, deliveries are still much b: 
hind schedule. 

Canners, in most instances, have not bought as ve! 
Tin plates from the mills are firmly held at $3.60. 

The American Sheet & Tin Plate Company opene‘ 
its books for the second quarter contracts with jobber: 
in tin and terne plate. 
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COKE. 

Prices in the coke market remain high, and there is 
no perceptible increase in the output. Blast furnaces 
are experiencing great difficulty in obtaining all the 
48-hour coke which they will need for the next few 
weeks, and are being compelled to pay high prices for 
prompt shipments, which can be promised by only a 
few ovens in either the Connellsville or Latrobe dis- 
tricts. Although production has increased within the 
last three weeks, the output continues insufficient for 
all needs, and whenever can be had, prompt shipments 
of the furnace grade are commanding $4 and $4.25 at 
the Connellsville and Latrobe plants. 

Several hundred old and abandoned ovens in the 
coke producing regions have been lighted, and it is ex- 
pected the output will soon be increased materially. 
So great have been requirements of furnaces and foun- 
dries within the last month, however, that it is likely 
this additional output will not make it any easier to 
obtain prompt shipments. 

The labor situation seems to be slowly bettering it- 
self and will doubtless be further improved when win- 
ter sets in, provided the European war troubles do 
not create an exodus of Austria-Hungarians. The 
first complaints of coke car shortage were heard this 
week. They were occasioned by the delay in unload- 
ing coke at different foundries where strikes are in 
progress among the freight handlers. The car short- 
age thus occasioned affects the merchant interest equal- 
ly as much as the furnace interest. Thus far, how- 
ever, the trouble is not serious, and it is hoped that it 
will pass without annoying business. 


LEAD. 


Continued quietness prevailed in the Western lead 
market, with prices unchanged. An easier feeling has 
developed on account of a sudden falling off in the de- 
mand. The larger producers are attempting to hold 
at firm prices, but there is enough metal offered in 
small lots to enable buyers to secure a sufficient amount 
for their requirements at gradually declining prices. 

Stocks are light, and ore prices are firm, but there 
appears to be very little snap to the buying. Receipts 
in the West for the week were much smaller than 
those of the previous week, but the shipments were 
also smaller.

SCRAP IRON. 


The scrap iron market continues to lag, without any 
signs of action on the part of either buyer or seller. 
The few transactions reported furnish no certain indi- 
cation of the real level of values. The price which 
buyers are willing to pay for fair sized tonnage and 
that which the holders of material will accept are still 
widely apart. What business has been done since last 
report does not warrant any change in current quota- 
tion: : 

The most interesting feature in the week’s develop- 
ments is the report that orders for the purchase of 
shoveling scrap have been awarded for delivery at 
Gary, Indiana, at a price of $13 gross ton. Among the 
several standard grades of scrap no one appears to 
hold a leading position over others. 
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PIG IRON. ' 

The pig iron market is believed to have passed its 
sensational stage at the present moment. There is a 
steady movement in foundry and steel making grades 
of iron, and prices are stable—the minimum of $17.25, 
Valley furnace, for Bessemer, being well upheld. The 
furnaces are making little or no effort to advance prices 
another 25 cents. Basic and No. 2 foundry iron were 
in heavy demand last week, but the make of Pittsburgh 
and Valleys territories seems fully sufficient to supply 
the demand without crowding. 

There has been some slackening, not large, of pig 
iron production, and the steel companies production 
has been cut down somewhat, but there has been a 
resumption of operations at nearly all the blast fur- 
naces affected, and steel output is nearly normal. Full 
resumption is expected by the end of the week. 

Cast iron pipe makers and rolling mills have re- 
entered the market for large tonnages of forge and 
low-grade foundry iron for deliveries in the next four 
months. 

The last half of November showed a noticeable fall- 
ing off in the volume of new business placed for de- 
liveries next year—mainly in consequence of the fact 
that the mills already are sold under contract almost 
to July 1. Meanwhile pressure on the mills for de- 
liveries of crude and finished steel has been heavier in 
the last week or ten days than at any other previous 
time in the present movement in steel.

Matthew Addy and Company of Cincinnati, Ohio, in 
their weekly market report for December 7, 1912, say: 

There has been such a vast and sudden expansion in 
the iron trade that it is hard to take care of it. Both 
production and consumption are at record figures. The 
tremendous forward movement in iron came with such 
unexpected rapidity that the country’s facilities are 
strained to the utmost. So, instead of finding it a pleasure 
to do business, half the. makers and melters of iron are 
being annoyed and distressed by matters quite beyond 
their control. In the first place, while the railroads are 
doing wonders and deserve a world of praise, yet they 
cannot do the impossible. It is easy to argue that they 
should have enough cars, but they have not enough cars 
and there is trouble galore from this cause. The coke 
makers have not been able to keep up with the greatly 
increased demand for coke, and as an inevitable conse- 
quence the price of coke has gone to what are to most 
pig iron makers, prohibitive figures. Furnaces to keep 
running are filling in with spot purchases of coke that 
cost them from $4.00 to $5.00 a ton. But no furnace 
anywhere can afford to pay such prices for coke unless 
it gets a great deal more for iron than the present market 
affords. The foundryman is not so badly hit, as a ton of 
coke means so much more to him than to the iron master, 
but the foundryman is finding it difficult to get shipments 
rapidly enough. There is an increasing demand for faster 
shipments on old orders. Thus it can be seen that the 
troubles of the iron men are more in evidence just now 
than anything else. 

This week there has been a larger inquiry and heavier 
sales of iron. As for coke—it is a scramble to get it.
